To Harold L. Davis, a Constable in the Town of Pownal, 
in the County of Cumberland and State of Maine. 


. Greetings: 

In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby

1972 at 7:30 o’clock in the afternoon to act on the re- 
maining articles in this warrant starting with Article 
3, to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said 
meeting.

The polls will open at the Town Hall at 1:30 o’clock 
in the afternoon and will close at 6:30 o’clock in the 
evening.

Action on all further articles will continue at 7:30 
o’clock in the evening of March 13, 1972.

listed in the town books as Town Property. . 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
its Selectmen and Treasurer to execute release deeds, 
for and in its behalf, in all cases where the town holds 
tax lien certificates on which the right of redemption 
has expired but that all liens and interests have been 
paid previous to March 13, 1972.

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Health Officer's Report 


This has been a busy year in regard to the health 
department. We began the year with rabies and ended 
with scabies. Otherwise all other communicable dis- 
eases seem to be on the decrease. 


Reported to me were: 
3 cases measles 
2 cases chicken pox 
3 cases mumps 


Child Health Conferences were held in late spring, 
and physical examinations were given grades one, four, 
and seven at the school in the fall. 


Due to the rabies scare in the spring, Pownal and 
Durham held a joint clinis at Durham. 49 dogs and 23 
cats from Pownal received rabies shots. A number of 
others took their pets to private vets. During this time 
I was called on to view, check, and bury several dead 
animals. Thankfully none were rabid. 


- Scabies showed up in the school this fall. This is an 
uncomfortable, not serious disease affecting close con- 
tacts. The situation was checked weekly by the school 
doctor and nurse. 


One recommended method of treatment was; 

1. Bathe the entire body with warm soapy water. 

2. Apply ‘““Kwell” over entire body. Keep on over night 
(being careful not to get medicine in eyes, mouth, 
nose etc.) 

. Next A. M. bathe entire body with warm soapy water. 

. Bathe daily for 6 days. 

: Reapply “Kwell” as before, keeping on over night. 

. Next A. M., bathe. This should complete the cure.

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Fire Ward's Report 


The Fire Department has answered twelve calls this 
year in Pownal. The only major fire was the Anderson 
house which was totally involved when discovered and 
was a total loss. North Yarmouth sent two trucks to 
aid on this fire. Other calls were minor with little or no 
damage. Two calls to Durham for a vacant house to- 
tally destroyed and a car fire that set some grass and 
brush burning. 


The Freeport Fire Department answered a call for a 
small outbuilding that burned on the Freeport road 
near the town line. 


The Maine State Forestry truck was called to Cum- 
berland for a woods fire. This truck is still kept at 
North Pownal station for our use as well as theirs. 


As for our plans to replace the tank truck at the 
center station we were fortunate to receive the dona- 
tion of a 1959 International 2,000 gallon tank truck. 
This truck had a new motor 3 years ago and is equip- 
ped with power brakes and power steering. It was sti- 
pulated that this truck would be suitably painted and 
lettered including a small sign identifying the Yar- 
mouth Fuel Co. as the donor and equipped with siren 
and revolving red light as well as other items the fire- 
men might include. This idea was instigated and ar- 
ranged by Harry Cummins who started Yarmouth Fuel 
has enjoyed a good business in Pownal and he was glad 
to help us. Transfer of the vehicle was made to the 
Pownal Fire Department by Ronald J. Allard, Vice 
President of Yarmouth Fuel Co. 


I want to thank the citizens for their cooperation 
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and a special thanks to the ones who have worked for 
the operation and maintenance of, the department. 
Meetings and work parties are still held the 2nd 
Wednesday night of the month. All are welcome and 
we need your help.
